On the eve of the election, John

Monday evening. 
In some portions, notably ti, 
southern seaboard, and the min 
west, clouds and rain obscured the 
phenomenon 
from

the ground, but airplane passen­ 
gers obtained a remarkable view'. 
Along the Atlantic coasfTc the 
moon rose, in partial eclipse, at 
4:43 p. in. < E. S. T.), just seven 
minutes before sunset. 
Although 
such an eclipse is caused by the 
shadow of the earth passing over 
the moon, scientist 
explained 
it 
was possible before sunset because 
of the refraction of light 
in 
the 
earth s atmosphere. 
In the east, the eclipses became 
total just five minutes before the 
sun set at 4:50 p. rn. 
The total 
eclipse ended at 6:07 p. rn. The 
moon left the umbra, 
the 
black 
earth shadow, at 7:12 p. rn. and 
passed out of the Penumbra, the 
hazy shadow, at 8:14 p. rn.

3. Travel at less than moderate speeds 
on snow and ice covered highways or city 
Btreets and watch for children on sleds. 
4. Shift into second gear 
for 
more 
gradual braking on snow or Ice, particul­ 
arly if not safeguarded by tire chains. 
5. Take curves slowly and 
don’t 
try 
to pass cars ahead of you on 
hills 
or 
curves. Descend steep hills In second gear 
lf icy. 
6. Apply brakes with clutch 
engaged 
and before you ordinarily would in 
dry 
weather— and don’t depend on your horn 
because other car windows may he closed 
and some drivers (especially In the coun­ 
try) wear ear muffs. 
7. Exercise greater caution 
generally 
and open car windows occasionally to pre­ 
vent windows fogging up and, in old cars 
possible danger from 
carbon 
monoxide 
gas. 
Remember: 
“An ounce of prevention 
la worth a pound of cure."

Second, it should be condition­ 
al on Great B ritain entering into 
no barter agreements with Ger­ 
many or other autarchial states. 
For if the pound is allowed to fall 
any ta riff agreements become ob­ 
viously futile, and for us extreme­ 
ly disadvantageous, and if, while 
in a reciprocal agreement with us. 
Great Britain enters into a quite 
different sort of agreement with 
Germany, Great B ritain will be in 
a position to do with our products 
exactly what the Germans are do­ 
ing with South 
American 
and 
Central and East European prod­ 
ucts— dump them in our own m ar­ 
kets and destroy those markets 
for us! 
Great Britain could take 
our

Dominating Factor Again

bloody world was staggering to 
the close of four years of World 
War. 
People were told it was the end 
of 
an 
era, 
the beginning of a 
Brave New World. 
And it was the end of an era. 
But the new era that began then 
was not the world visioned by the 
muddy, bloody men in the trench­ 
es. 
Three m illion victim s of 20 
wars rot in their graves since the 
War to End War. 
The League of Nations, which 
was to bring a new world order of 
reason 
and 
peace, drifts like a 
leaky and abandoned ship. 
De­ 
mocracy is on the defensive in a 
world which was never less safe 
for it. 
Everywhere the haunting fear 
of insecurity sends men swarming 
after 
strange 
causes, 
economic 
and political. 
Children born since 
1918 have never known, may nev­ 
er 
know, 
the 
independence of 
Americans 
who 
used 
to 
say 
“Shucks! 
I can get a job any- 
^ w h ere!” 
4 p Force has become the prime cri­ 
t e r io n , and m ight makes right lr 
international affairs. 
In personal 
affairs, the idea that the end justi­ 
fies the means is more and more 
generally accepted. 
IF THE DEAD 
COULD LIVE— 
Nevertheless, in the 20 yearp 
since 
“Cease 
Firing” 
sounded 
across 
Flanders 
fields, 
a 
new 
world has arisen. 
Every countrj 
in the world would already seem 
a strange land to a man who* died 
in that war, if he could come back 
and see it. 
In 20 years, the population of 
nearly every country in the world 
has increased by m illions. 
What 
to do with surplus population is 
the acute problem of every gov­ 
ernment. 
The United States alone 
has 130,000,000 people to con­ 
trast to the war-time 100,000,000. 
But w hile population has been 
increasing, the world itself has 
been shrunk by m an’s inventive 
genius. 
One can pick up the telephone 
and talk to a person on board a 
ship in mid-ocean, or to a friend 
in Europe. 
Transcontinental 
and 
trans­ 
oceanic airplane service has re­ 
duced journeys that formerly took 
weeks, to days. 
From New York 
to Rio is a mere five-day flight. 
San Francisco to Hong Kong can 
be made in eight days. 
London 
^ to Darwin, Australia, in the same 
Ptime. 
W hole new industries have aris­ 
en. 
As industrial factors, these 
things did not exist before 1918: 
radio receivers, electric refrigera­ 
tors, airplanes, color and candid 
cameras, talkies, house insulation, 
plastics, 
electric 
razors, rayon, 
home movies, air conditioning ap­ 
paratus, photoelectric eyes, auto 
trailers, cellophane, zipers, elec­ 
tric clocks, shatter-proof and pol­ 
aroid glass, thousands of new me­ 
tal alloys and chem ical products, 
light diesel engines, soy beans and 
their industrial products, quick- 
frozen foods. 
WOMEN’S INFLUENCE 
GROWS 
Women 
have come into their 
own during that 30-year period. 
Before the World War, a woman 
earning her living at anything but 
teaching school was alm ost a curi­ 
osity. 
Today 
there 
are nearly 
11.000.000 
women wage-earners 
in the United States, more than 
one woman in five. 
And 
they 
vote. 
Before the war they did 
not. 
There are more old people, few ­ 
er 
young 
people. 
Before 
the 
World 
War 
there 
were 
about 
4.000.000 Americans over 65 years 
old. 
In 1936 there were 7,600,- 
000, and by 1960 it is expected 
that there will be 15,000,000. 
Great 
strides 
made in public 
health and disease prevention are 


partly 
responsible. 
Despite 
de­ 
pression 
years, 
the people are 
healthier this year than at any 
tim e in history. 
Unless an un­ 
foreseen 
epidemic 
comes, 
1938 
will see the lowest death rate ever 
known, 
below 
the 
1937 
rate 
which was only l l for every 1000 
persons. 
Influenza, 
pneumonia, 
auto traffic deaths and the social 
diseases are being successfully at­ 
tacked. 
The rush of people from farms 
to the cities has practically re­ 
versed itself in the United States. 
By 1935, for instance, 2,600,000 
more people were farmers than in 
1930. 
The growth of great cities, 
formerly taken as inevitable, has 
been checked. 
Faster transporta­ 
tion 
is 
causing 
such cities to 
spread out and spill over into sub­ 
urbs and rural sections. 
The era 
of the great skyscrapers came to 
its peak, and many believe it has 
passed. 
WAH SCARS 
REMAINED 
But more important, the coun­ 
try 
has 
“grown up” mentally. 
People are bright and hard in­ 
stead of mellow and sentim ental. 
This course is traced by the tran­ 
sit from the H esitation W altz to 
the 
Shag, 
from May Irwin to 
Dwight Fi8ke, from “Way Down 
E ast” 
to 
“It 
Happened 
One 
N ight,” from Romberg to Gersh­ 
win, from Puck to Ballyhoo, from 
O. Henry to Ernest Hemingway. 
The war left spiritual scars un­ 
healed 
long 
after the physical 
wounds had knit. 
A great moral 
letdown swept across the world. 
In the United States it became ap­ 
parent 
in 
the 
scandals of the 
Harding administration. 
It was 
seen 
in 
IO years of prohibition 
and the violent corruption and cy­ 
nical law avoidance. The racket 
era sprung from this root. 
It was 
seen in the Ku Klux K lan’s bid 
for a secret, unofficial, terroristic 
governm ent. 
It flowered in the 
lax financial morals of the boom 
era. 
And its fruit was harvested 
in 
the 
increasingly bitter class 
conflicts that came with the de­ 
pression. 
The day before Woodrow W il­ 
son was to go before Congress in 
1917 and ask that it declare a 
state of war with Germany, he 
talked 
long 
and earnestly with 
Frank Cobb, editorial writer for 
the New York World. 
In the agony of his decision, 
W ilson said these words, reported 
later by Cobb: 
“Once lead this people into war 
And they’ll forget there ever was 
such a thing as tolerance. 
To 
fight, 
you 
must be brutal and 
ruthless, and the spirit of ruthless 
brutality will enter into the very 
fiber of our national life, infecting 
Congress, the courts, the police­ 
man on the beat, the man in the 
street." 
The thing W ilson foresaw even 
as he made his decision for war 
has happened, not only to his own 
country, but to the world.
